
Ensuring a consistent, fair and transparent 

process: This is the goal of Arizona 

Procurement Reform (House Bill 2599), 

which became effective on September 13, 

2013.  Inspired by Governor Brewer’s four 

cornerstones of reform during the 2013 

legislative session, the bill allows for much 

needed updates to the Arizona 

Procurement Code, originally adopted in 

1984.  With the direction of the Arizona 

Department of Administration (ADOA) and 

the State Procurement Office (SPO), 

Procurement Reform is delivering greater 

quality and value to the citizens of Arizona 

through transparency, accountability, 

efficiency and cost savings.   

 

Under Procurement Reform, the ADOA’s 

authority is expanded to enhance policy 

implementation and provide management 

in order to heighten consistency in public 

procurement across the vast network of 

state agencies.  This includes establishing 

a compliance program (see page 3 for 

more information) and developing a 

training and certification program that will 

be mandatory for all state procurement 

professionals.  Both the compliance and 

training programs are scheduled to launch 

in July 2014. 

Ushering in a New Era: Procurement Reform

Procurement Reform will benefit taxpayers 

by providing cost savings through 

aggregate buying, speeding up purchasing 

processes and eliminating redundancies.  

One example is piggy-back purchasing, 

which allows the state to purchase from 

other local governments’ and nationwide 

cooperative contracts. 

 

The bill also expanded the definition of 

lobbying to include attempting to influence 

the procurement of materials services or 

construction, and defined  significant 

procurement roles among employees to 

eliminate a potential conflict of interest.

The development of SPO’s new compliance program is well 

underway!  A special THANK YOU to all of the CPOs and their 

delegates who have spent many hours participating in 

compliance focus groups as we have fine-tuned several 

aspects of the program.  Your efforts help make this a 

program that is valuable to everyone.   

 

The pilot compliance program is anticipated to begin March 

1st, 2014 in SPO, with full rollout July 1st, 2014.  Some of 

the key components of the program will include a rebuild of 

the compliance webpage as a focused hub of resources and 

updates, a new “E-Comply” link for compliance reporting, 

self-assessment tools, and a Procurement Performance 

Review based on a schedule determined by the State 

Procurement Administrator.   

 

Emphasis at all stages of the compliance program is placed 

heavily on training and collaboration.  In a coordinated effort 

with SPO’s new Chief Learning Officer, the compliance 

program is geared to identify, and remedy, training needs in 

the field.  Finally, the compliance program is not exclusive to 

internal monitoring, but will also include elements to help 

identify and address non-compliance and training needs of 

our vendor community.  

The State of Compliance in Arizona Procurement 

Significant Procurement Role 
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The State Procurement Office has issued a new 

Technical Bulletin for Significant Procurement Role 

(SPR), reflecting changes to the definition of SPR as 

a result of Procurement Reform.  

 

To help clarify the changes, SPO has answered the 

most common questions about SPR in a document 

available on the Procurement Reform website:

Additionally, SPO is developing an online training 

module to help State employees, vendors and 

lobbyists learn more about what Significant 

Procurement Role means.  The computer-based 

training will be available on the Procurement 

Reform website beginning February 1, 2014.

Does significant procurement role involve 

anyone that touches any aspect of a 

procurement? 
 

No.  Significant procurement role includes the procurement staff 

assigned the specific solicitation, evaluation team members, and 

technical advisors. Additionally, employees required to sign a 

nondisclosure agreement, having access to confidential 

information or deliberations, determining which suppliers to 

contact for quotes, determining or approving the specifications,  

preparing an evaluation tool or the importance of the evaluation 

criteria, or determining which supplier to award have a significant 

procurement role. Employees having a significant procurement role 

must file SPO Forms 110 or 120, depending on their normal job 

duties and the particular solicitation. Non-state employees are 

required to file a conflict of interest disclosure.
